He stated that he 
will be meeting with Board Chair Ha mm ock later today; they can further discuss and determine the best plan for 
discussion of the subject.

Chair Reiter indicated that the reason or justification for sole source methodology should be included in the 
transmittals presented for the Committee’s consideration. 

Director Munar, seconded by Director Richardson-Lowry, moved the approval of 
request numbers 1 through 20, subject to completion of review by Contract 
Compliance, where appropriate. THE MOTION CARRIED ETNANIMOUSLY.
